_ The picture is a little bit brighter in 
Crawford County. Although latest unem- 
ployment levels were at 18.5 percent in Decem- 
ber for Crawford, this mark is considerably 
lower than the 27.1 percent high mark recorded 
are of 1981 or the 22.4 percent reached in Dec. 
of 1980. 


The December 18.5 percent also does not in- 
clude the addition of A & R workforce to the local 
economy.

4th Grade: Covering 
Basics But No Extras 


By Jon Thompson 

The most important change in Mrs. Akers 
fourth grade classroom this year is the in- 
creased number of students. 

Mrs. Akers, who’s taught for 23 years, has 
34 students this year - the most she has ever 
had in a classroom. She started teaching 
with 15 kids in a room. She’s averaged 25-29 
kids throughout the 22 years she has spent at 
the Grayling Elementary and South Side 
school. 

“It makes a difference,” she said. ‘In 
reading I’ll probably have one student reach 
the advanced level of 12 this year. I think 
more could have made it this year but 
there’s too many students to work with. I 
don’t have as much time to spend with each 
student as I would like to have.” 
we're covering the regular 
academics all right. There’s just no time for 
the extras.’’ 


Extras include helping some of the 
brighter students reach level 12 in reading. 
Most of the fourth graders here are in level 
10. 

Extras might also be helping the students 
grasp higher math skills, Five years ago 
through a team-teaching effort, many of her 
fourth graders mastered double-digit divi- 
sion. This year, her students are still work- 
ing with multiplication tables and single 
digit division, the usual level for fourth 
graders to be at. 

Besides the dramatic change in the num- 
ber of bodies in her classroom this year, 

- Akers has also noticed a subtle change in the 
minds of the students during her 23 years of 
teaching. 


“Kids are less creative now because they 
watch so much television. It’s hard for them 
to create problems in their minds - tele- 
vision does it all for them. When kids listen- 
ed to radio more and read more, it was 
easier for them to create pictures in their 
minds.”’ 


Two big plusses going for kids in Akers’ 
classroom are modern textbooks and her 
experience. The reading and spelling work- 
books are colorful, challenging, engrossing- 
they would hold the interest of many adults. 
Encyclopedia Brown solves a mystery and 
fourth graders learn how to read and write. 

Akers’ experience turned a classroom 
stirred up by a visitor into a quiet learning 
center within moments. All 34 students 
focused attentively on Akers as she turned 
learning multiplication and division into a 
game similar to Bingo. The only noise for 
the next 20 minutes came when a student 
called out ‘I’m a Whiz,” signalling he or she 
had an equivalent of a Bingo on their sheet 
of multiplication and division problems. 


As with other elementary students, Akers’ 
fourth graders have no gym or music class. 
They have library every other week but will 
not be taught library skills by a librarian 
this year as fourth graders in previous years 
have been. . 

Akers also said parent participation in 
parent-teacher conferences are down this 
year. In the past two years she has had 100 
percent attendance from parents of her 
students, This year she has had only 70 per- 
cent attendance.

_ The state Supreme Court has 
agreed to hear arguments regarding 
legislative reapportionment which 
will determine the state Senate and 
House districts for the next 10 year 
beginnings with the 1982 election. 

The court, in Reapportionment of 
the Michigan Legislature - 1982, will 
begin the hearing process to con- 
sider various plans, hear arguments 
on what authority the court has to 
adopt a plan and, if a majority of the 
court is unable to adopt a specific 
plan, what the consequences will be. 

The Commission on Legislative 
Apportionment, unable to agree to a 
plan, notified the court who, in turn, 
accepted the case. 

Separate motions were filed by 
Democrats and Republicans asking 
the court to adopt guidelines for 
finalizing a plan. 


A. Robert Kleiner, the Democratic 
co-chair of the commission, said he 


. believes the court will receive all 


proposed plans & take jurisdiction 
over additional proposals and 
assume auditing by the secretary of 
state and other procedures to adopt 
a final plan. 

The reapportionment commission, 
composed of four Democratic and 
four Republican members, had been 
considering plans for the past few 
months and had officially reached a 
stalemate. At that point, the plans 
went to the Court for final deter- 
mination. 

With the politically sensitive issue 
of reapportionment, neither party is 
assured a majority of the court. 

Three members of the court were 
elected after being nominated by the 
Republican party, two were elected 
after being nominated by the Demo- 
cratic party. Two others had 
originally been in the Democratic 


party but won election to their

| Mortgage Money Made Available 
From Pension Funds 


Loren Monroe, state treasurer, 
announced that the state will com- 
mit $50 million from state ad- 
ministered pension funds to mor- 
tgage funds in an effort to stimulate 
Michigan’s home building industry. 

The mortgages will be made 
available at a 14.78 per-cent interest 
rate which, when discount points are 
added, will net the pension funds a 
return of 15.9 per-cent. 

Mortgage rates from commercial 
lenders are hovering around 17 per- 
cent. 
Monroe explained that the pro- 
gram will earn a fair rate of return 
for the pension funds, put some 
building employees back to work 
and provide lower cost mortgages 
for new home buyers. 

He added that if the program is 
successful, there is a chance that a 
second program could be instituted 
later this year. 

The mortgage money can only go 
for new homes, 75 per-cent of which 
must have begun construction after 


_November 1, 1981. 


The minimum loan must be 
$25,500 and the maximum 
$125,000. The minimum home cost 
must be $27,500 and there is no 
maximum cost that applies. 

The loans will be available to any. 
purchaser with no limits on income. 

The money will be distributed to 
state lending institutions by the 
Mortgage Guarantee Insurance Cor- 
poration. 

The program is estimated to help 
build some 800 new houses, figuring

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

The rasping beat of wings 
was loud and the sudden gut- 
tural croaking reminded me 
that not all the large birds 
had headed south in the fall. 
Almost directly overhead a 
raven was passing in its 
everlasting search for food. 
There was a time not so long 
ago when I saw ravens only 
in the Upper Peninsula, but 
now we have a_ small 
resident flock here in the 
Tall Timber. While they may 
resemble the crow, the 
raven is larger, being 21 to 27 
inches long and may have a 
wingspan approaching four 
feet. The tail of a raven in 
flight appears wedge shaped 
while that of a crow is more 
square. 

The raven is normally a 
resident of wilderness areas 
over a wide range from 
Alaska to Greenland and 
south to the states of Wash- 
ington and Virginia. It is a 
useful scavenger that kills 
large numbers of mice, rats 
and insects, but in areas 
where livestock such as 
sheep are found, the raven 
can be a problem. Since they 
prefer rocky coasts or coni- 
ferous forests, this area will 
support them and their habit 
of building a large nest of 
sticks lined with fun, moss or 
lichens in the top of a coni- 
fer. The four-to-seven dull 
green eggs are incubated by 
both parents. Like the crow, 
they exhibit much _ intelli- 
gence and will often work as 
a team to outwit more 
powerful animals in their 
search for food. The next 
time you see a large black 
crow-like bird, keep in mind 
it is a raven. The crows 
won’t be back until the snow 
starts to melt.

1982 BORROWING RESOLUTION 
(1981 DELINQUENT TAXES) 

The following resolution was offered by Harland and secon- 
decd by Nowak. 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County has 
heretofore adopted a resolution establishing the Crawford Coun- 


ty Delinquent Tax Revolving Fund, pursuant to Section 87b of 


Act. No. 206 of the Public Acts of 1893, as amended; and 
WHEREAS, this fund has been designated as the 100% Tax 
Payment Fund by the Crawford County Treasurer, hereinafter 
referred to as the ‘County ‘Treasurer’ or '"freasurer’’, and it ap- 
pears desirable to borrow to provide money for part or all of this 
fund for the 1981 delinquent. real property taxes; and 
WHEREAS, the purpose of this fund is to allow the 


Crawford County Treasurer to pay from the fund any or all - 


delinquent real property taxes which are due the County; any 
school district; intermediate school district; community college 
district; city; township; special assessment or drainage district; 
or any other political unit or county agency for which delinquent 
tax payments are due on settlement day with the County, City 
or Township Treasurer and the Treasurer has been heretofore 
directed to make such payments by the Board of Commissioners 
of this County; and 

WHEREAS, it is hereby determined that it is necessary 
that the County borrow a sum not to exceed (a) the amount of 
the 1981 delinquent real property taxes (hereinafter sometimes 
referred to as the ‘delinquent taxes’’) which become delinquent 
on or before March 1, 1982, and which are still unpaid on March 
1, 1982, and (b) a reserve to assure prompt payment of the notes, 
and deposit the proceeds thereof in the Fund (as defined herein- 
after) and the 1982 Note Reserve Fund (established hereinafter) 
respectively; and 

WHEREAS, such borrowing is authorized by Sections 87¢ 
and 87d of Act No. 206 of the Public Acts of 1893, as amended 
(hereinafter referred to as ‘‘Act 206’’}; and 

WHEREAS, the total amount of unpaid delinquent taxes 
which will be outstanding on March 1, 1982 is estimated to be in 
excess of $1,500,000, exclusive of interest, fees and penalties. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE 
COUNTY AS 
FOLLOWS: . 

i. The County shall borrow One Million Seven Hundred 
Thousand and 00/100 Dollars ($1,700,000) or such part thereof as 
will represent an amount not to exceed (a) the exact amount of 
the delinquent taxes outstanding on March 1, 1982, exclusive of. 
interest, fees and penalties, and (b} an amount not to exceed fif- 
teen percent (15%) of the amount of the delinquent taxes, in or- 
der to constitute a reserve (hereinafter referred to as the ‘1982 
Note Reserve Fund’’}, and, as the Municipal Finance Com- 
mission may authorize, issue its ‘‘General Obligation Limited 
Tax Notes, Series 1982’, payable from the delinquent taxes out- 
standing on March 1, 1982 and the other sources specified below, 
the proceeds of which notes shall be placed in and used as the 
whole or part of the Fund Account No. ________ of the County 
(the 1982 Account’’) and the 1982 Note Reserve Fund, to be 
used as provided in Act 206. The exact borrowing amount will be 
designated by the County Treasurer after the amount of the 
1981 delinquent taxes are determined, which designation will 
specify the amount to be allocated to the 1982 Note Reserve 
Fund. 

2. The said notes shall bear interést payable November 1, 
1982, May }, 1983, and each November | and May 1 thereafter, 
until maturity, which interest is not to exceed the maximum rate 


of interest as may be permitted by law on the date the notes are — 


offered for sale. Said notes shall be coupon notes issued in 
denominations of $5,000, each, or such other denominations as 
the Treasurer shall authorize, and shali be numbered from 1 up- 
wards, beginning with their earliest maturities in the direct or- 
der of their maturities. The notes shall be dated March 1, 1982, 
and shall be due and payable as follows: $600,000 on ‘May 1, 
1983; $250,000 on May 1, 1984; $100,000 on May 1, 1985, and 
not to exceed $750,000 on May 1, 1986. 

3. There is hereby established the 1982 100% Tax Payment 
Fund (hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘Fund'’) and the Fund 
Collection Account No. 7 of the County (hereinafter referred to 
as the ‘Collection Account’’}, effective as of March 1, 1982, into 
which account the County Treasurer is hereby directed to place 
on tne books and records aii of the tollowing payments received 
on account of the delinquent taxes: 

a. All of the delinquent taxes collected on and after March 1, 
1982 and all interest thereon; 

b. All of the collection fees on the delinquent taxes once the 
expenses of this borrowing have been paid, and 

c. Any amounts which are received by the Treasurer from 
the taxing units within the County because of the uncollecta- 
bility of the delinquent taxes. 

The amounts specified in this paragraph are hereby 
designated as the ‘‘Funds Pledged to Note Repayment." 

4. There is hereby established the “1982 Note Reserve 
Fund", into which fund the Treasurer shall deposit all of the 
proceeds of the sale which are borrowed for the purpose of 
establishing the 1982 Note Reserve Fund. 


5. All money in the 1982 Note Reserve Fund, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be added to the Funds Pledged to Note 
Repayment and shall be used solely for payment of principal and 
interest on the notes for which the Fund was established. Money 
in the 1982 Note Reserve Fund shall be withdrawn first for 
payment of principal and interest on notes before other County 
general funds are used to make the payments. All income or in- 
terest earned by, or increment to, the 1982 Note Reserve lund, 
due to its investment or reinvestment, shall bé deposited in such 


"fund, When the 1982 Note Reserve I'und is sufficient to retire 


the notes and accrued interest thereon, it may be used to pur- 
chase the notes on the market, or, if notes are not available, to 
retire the notes when due. 

6. The following are hereby pledged to the repayment of the 
notes and shall be used solely for repayment of the notes until 
the nates and all interest thereon are paid in full: 

a, Allof the Funds Pledged to Note Repayment; 

b. All of the 1982 Note Reserve Fund; and 

c. Any interest earned on any money from either the Funds 
Pledged to Note Repayment or the 1982 Note Reserve Fund, 

7. In addition, this note issue shall be a general obligation of 
the County, secured by its full faith and credit, which shall in- 
clude the limited tax obligation of the County within applicable 
constitutional and statutory limits, and its general funds. The 
County budget shail provide that if the pledged delinquent taxes 
and any other pledged amounts are not collected in sufficient 
amounts to meet the payments of the principal and interest due 
on these notes, the County, before paying any other budgeted 
amounts, will promptly advance from its general funds sufficient 
money to pay that principal and interest. 

If the proceeds of the delinquent taxes, pledged interest and 
collection fees or the 1982 Note Reserve Fund are not sufficient 
to pay the principal and interest when due, the County shall pay 
the same, as provided in this paragraph, and may thereafter 
reimburse itself from the delinquent taxes collected. 

8, The County shall not have the power to levy any tax for 
the payment of the notes in excess of its constitutional or 
statutory limits. 

‘9, The County Treasurer shall use the proceeds of the 
borrowing (except that part to be used for the 1982 Note Reserve

Fund) to establish the Fund of the County and shall pay there- 
‘from the full amount of the delinquent taxes on the roll delivered
